AJ heretofore slated in these columns, 


tho Board of Trade have now under con 
sideration the subject of the best and IDOB 
feasible method of reducing the expense 
of Stato and county governments iu Ne- 
vada, iu order that population and capita 
tpay be indaoed to como in and develop an< 
build up induutries, for wbich ample op 
portuuitles are afforded, aad would be read- 
ily mnde available and utilized except fu) 
onr excessive rate of State and count; 
taxes. 


Tae subject ii one oE engrossing impor- 


tant to the whole pnople and the pres> 
whiob, no doubt voices publio sentiment it 
that respect, have With singular iinaninmj, 
and regardless of party, for several moatb 
past nrgod the necessity of a Consiitutionu 
Convention in order to ao arnoud our or- 
gaoio act, us to peiuait of the reforms i 
publio expenditures to meet the joint de- 
mands of oar burdened people. 


With a view therefore of practically 


analyzing the subject, nnd making a criti- 
cal exumiuation of the bast remedy to b< 
employed to aicompliah tuese results, tbt 
Board have solicited Iho opinions of nitm; 
of lha lending citizens of tha State, as we 
us the views of tho taxpiyeis in general, 
and its members are still anxious for jt fu 
and freu expression from every some-. 
looking to a proper solution of this iui 
portant question. 


It bas a'so called to its assistance the aid 


of counsel to prepare such amendments tt 
the predont constitution as they deem req 
nisitc and necessary to secure such a re 
duction, 


The JOUBXAI, presents with this issue at 


address whiah was submitted to the Boar. 
by the attorneys employed, together will 
such modifications of our present constitu- 
tion as_ they ppasidsrad would be soffioieu 
to materially reduce the burdens of gov 
eminent, and the Board havu now undo 
consideration the whole subject matter, t 
be acted upon at ils next general meeting 
and at the same time preserve the efli 
oienoy oj the publio servico. 


Not knowing therefore what action it 


may take in tho premises, but realizia. 
that the question is one of absorbing pub 
lio interest, the JOURNAL desires to oarr> 
the maitsr before its readers, so that ampl 
opportunity may be had for careful aa. 
deliberate consideration of the subject. 


Whether tho Board of Trade shill seefl 


to adopt the address aad recommend it i< 
the people of the 8Ute, cannot now be tht 
subject of intelligent conjecture, but ia ad 
vanos of any action by tbat body, it hm 
kindly permitted ns to examine the leans 
cript, and witb tbe JorntNAi/s usavl enter 
prise, it tarns it over to the public. 


The following is tha address whioh was 


aubmitte 1 for consideration by the Board. 


To the taxpayers, voters and good peopd 


of the State of Nevada:—The Board u 
Trade, of Nevada, which wus organized foi 
tbe purpose of attempting to improve aud 
build up the industries of Nevada aad t. 
device ways and menus tor promoting tb> 
general welfare of its citizens, have baei 
prosecuting their labors with the greaUsi 
diligence, and desire'ut.lhu time to submit 
to the people of the State certain eoonomii 
recomendations, to be acted upon by theu 
whan assembled in thoir respective cou- 
vsntions, both State and county; to tbe end 
that their repreaontativas may be fully ad 
vised in regard to the will of their constitu- 
ents, touching the measures, whioh wt 
deem of vital importance to the welfare, 
growth nnd future prosperity of our State. 


It ia unnecessary for us to call pnblio at- 


tention to tho fact tbat Nevada has beoi 
declining in material wealth and popuUtio. 
1 >r the past decade, and unless msasur^t 
of the most rigid economy in the publio ex- 
penditures are adopted and enforced as t< 
Stato and county govoruments and thi 
burdens of tho people materially lessened, 
H will be impossible to induce capital to io- 
vest within our borders or retain that whicl 
ia at present operating In the State. 


It id fur from our intention to disconrag 


the people of Nevada npon the future pros- 
pects of thia commonwealth and indeed w. 
sea nothing in the ontlo* to alarm th. 
aiost timid, providing we avail ourselves ol 
tha opportunities within our roaob, io ,u. 
Bnsoilate dormant industries and build nr 
snob new enterprises as our nalnral re- 
sonroes will permit, and if this oonrse » 
pursued, thu year 1900 w.ll dnwn upon a 
prosperous, 
hippy, progressive people, 


nnrnbaring (not 45,000 s>uls, including In- 
clians not taxed) but rather 150,000, sturdy, 
Anglo Saxon*, who have been the architeoi 
of their ovru fortunes, and liavo built u( 
homes and reared 
family altars, in |h. 


beautiful end productive vulleya of the 
batile born State. 
' But in order to accomplish a result so 
devoutly io be desired, we must start right 
and lop off every useless extravagance ii, 
our form of government and awiken to the 
realizition that u few people (less than tb> 
population of au average county, amongst 
our Extern sUter.e) ore at present taxed ti 
support an expensive State government, 
and fourteen county governments nhich an- 
nating out our very tubstince aad laying 
snub an embargo on attempted en'erpriV 
as to exoludo the nun 
0E means from in- 


vesting in oar inUst. 
The question i. 


then suggested 
What can be done to rem- 


«<ly 'his intoU.rabla state of affairs? 


TUB first important step is to consolidate 


the oounlies aud lessen the number cl 
eoauty official^ to be supported at pnblio 
wcpensa. 


We nbnit with this circular „ diagram 


>r map ol thi? State which reduces the 
lumber of counties from foorteen to eight, 
*hioh-wUI relieve the people about $150,- 
100 per annum ia taxation, and be neatly 
f not quite an convenient in the conduct 
if their business as the present arrange 
oent, and $150,000 annually retained by 
the people, instead of having it disbursed 
for unnecessary service, will bo an im- 
lortai-t item to those who have to coil- 
iribate the amount from their hard earn- 
•ngi, or in many instances unprofitable in- 
vestments. 


We ara not unmindful of the tenacity 


ffith which many people are wedded to the 
fiol of court bouses and county seats but 
'ur experience in the past shows this to be 
igrogious folly, for which the people havo 
•early paid and which, if continued, must 
nsvitubly result iu bankruptcy and ruin 
[t must also be borne in m:nd that the coa- 
iitions, which ia the past, seemed to war- 
•ant the multiplication 
of counties, no 


longor exists; and 45,000 people with only 
820,000,000 of taxable property remain to 
'far tho burdens which 65,000 people rop- 
esenting over $50,000,000 t ixable property 
lad to benr ID 1876. 


Having reduced aa far as practicable the 


number of county governments, we should 
text turn our attention to a consolidation 


>( county-offloera, and o redaction of sala- 
>"es, to the end that no greater number of 
'(Boers shall be employed than are actually 
necessary, by steady employment, and reu- 
louable exertion, to perform the public 
tevvioe, and their salaries should be nd- 
justudupon the ba-sis of existing v.ilues m 
ither branches of industry, rather than the 
"ah pressure principles which marked tho 
idvunt of official life in Nevada. leu wall 
tnowa that tbe mechanic, artiain nnd 
>very other cl.133 had had to suflfi-r a ma- 
erml reduotiou in tbe amount rooa'vad for 
their servioea, and it U believed that tbe 
'ffice holder has no greater claims upon tbt- 
(eueropity of the people than those en 
,'iged ia other aud more laborious lines of 
jooployment. 


Neither do we believe that a material re- 


tuotion 
in 
the 
emoluments 
of 
office 


vould greatly lessen the number whiob 
voald be willing to annually oCdr thacn- 
telses as candidates or result in shearing 
n effbieut services as those performed 
mrler present rates. 


We should ftl»o turn onr attention to the 


o£ State to employ a deputy at a salary 
of $2,000 per annum (an be is allowed 
under the present system), to perform the 
services 'which should be performed by 
that officer, bnt iu cases of urgent ne- 
cessity, or extraordinary rush of business 
ha might be permitted to employ tbe 
services of a clerk at a reasonabla per diem 
until suoh necessity ceased. 
By this 


means $5,000 actually of the people's 
monpy will remaia in their pockets, instead 
of being thrown away, for the privilege 
of buiug permitted to live within the 
boundaries of tho State of Nevada. 


The position of the S ate Superintend- 


ent of Pnblio Instruction is more honor- 
ary than 
useful aud nil of tbe services 


performed by that officer except an oc- 
casional pilgrimage around the State can 
be easily and satisfactorily attended to by 
the State Controller, and it ia believed 
that $3,000 per annum now paid to enoh 
Snperintendsnt wonld be more serviceable 
if retained by the taxpayers or covered 
into the State School Fund,' than devoted 
to the payment of a salary from whiuh 
no conesponding benefit is ever realized. 


We would therefore recommend tbat this 


office bo abolished and the clerical duties 
be transferred to the office of State Con- 
troller, without requiring any visitations 
by that offiotr of the publio schools of 
the State, whioh can be looked after nnd 
attended to by local Superintendents, 


AVe bolieva that the position of Attorney 


Gunoral conlil be sacrificed without any 
detriment to the efficiency of the publio 
service and thereby relieve us from con- 
tributing annually $3,000 fox the sake of a 
position where no adequate servioea are 
ever 
p°r£ormeJ 
or 
tha 
salary ever 


earned by lha incumbent. 


Tho District Attorneys of the various 


counties should be required to follow 
tboir case1; to tbe Supreme Court, which 
will not materially increase their labors, 
and even if it nlionld there is no valid 


^modeling of jur organic act, whioh we 
believe can. ojly ba Batisfaotorolly accom- 
plished by assembling a Constitutional 
jonvontion; we should give our present 
Constitution a liberal application, of tbe 
aruniag knife o itninatiiig Iherofrotn every 
unnecessary source of expense, rendered 
mandatory by the present instrument, and 
aave a rounding up aud dismUsal of all the 
iffijers, deputies, clerks, and secretaries, 
vhich are not abaolutily necessary for *he 
4afe conduct o£ tho affairs of SUte, in the 
nost simple and economical form. It is a 
,>art of the history of the oouutry, IhntNe- 
'ada has less official work done and pays 
nore for it than liny other Slate in the 
Union, and this too in the faoa of the fact 
bat there is not a Stale east of the Missouri 
iver, that baa not at least twenty osanties.

It ia a patent fact, known to every resi- 


dent in the western part of the State, 
that tho A'toruey Getoial is scarcely ever 
»t hU post of duty, and the only taine 
they do with onv degree of industry and 
regularity is to draw the salary and en- 
deavor to hold on ta tho position. The 
deputy Slate Treasurer has creditably per- 
formed the dutiesof Treasurer for the past 
year at a salary of §2,000, while his princi- 
pal has been too ill to attend to any of 
its duties. 


If a deputy uan run the office alone and 


unaided, thera would seem to be no sub- 
stantial reason why a principal could not, 
do the samo thing, and tuns save $2,000 
per annum upon that sco,ra; this will aggre- 
gate a saving ia the executive department 
in a Bum of money approximating $20,000 
per annum. 


In tbe Legislative department a material 


and fubstantiat reduction can be accom- 
plished. The menibe'ship should be re- 
duced from sixty to at least forty, and we 
believe thut if the members of the Assem- 
bly were fixed at twenty and the Senate at 
leo, that we would receive more wholesome 
legislation and a better service, than we 
have been accustomed to receive at the 
bands cf that body in the past. Tho 
tiutb. is, that we do not require extensive 
legislation, but are sadly in need of a few 
salutnry measure', wbich wonld lessen tbe 
birdeaaof government, and all such laws 
to meet the requirements ncd necessities of 
the people, could easily be formulated and 
alopted by thirty business men, in forty 
days, whioh should bo the maximum tsrm 
of any regu'ar session.

dent, citizen, taxpayer and voter of the 
State will accept these suggestions in the 
spiiit in whioh they are inspired, with an 
eye single to the general wervl, and will not 
permit looul prejudice or personal aggran- 
dizement to warp his judgment, or swerve 
him from pursuing'that course whioh will 
in the end redound to tha advantage of all. 


It is proper in this connection to state 


that it is our deliberate judgment that tbe

But the seeds fell there at any 
rate, and now the grass is struggling ua 
to the bars of the grating. There is no 
trouble about moisture, for every rain 
turns the hollow into a little reservoir, 
and in two or three weeks anybody with 
a liking for novelty may tike .up the 
grating and harvest the first crop of hay 
that has been raised in the neighborhood 
of lower Broadway for many a year.—
